On  Friday,  Jan.  31,  our  track  team 
held  its  first  dual  meet  of  the  season  at 
Dorchester,  where  we  were  defeated 
after  a hard-fought  contest.  As  the 
gymnasium  was  very  small,  our  men 
were  handicapped  by  not  knowing  the 
corners,  and  we  are  certain  that  if  the 
meet  had  been  held  in  our  drill  hall,  the 
result  would  have  been  different. 

The  first  event  of  the  afternoon  was  the 
25-yard  dash,  for  which  fourteen  heats 
were  run  off.  Besarick  was  our  only 
man  in  the  finals,  and  was  beaten  by  a 
few  inches  by  Balfe.

In  the  1000-yard  run,  Reiser  of  the 
Latin  School  was  leading  up  to  the  last 
lap,  when  he  was  fouled  on  one  of  the  cor- 
ners and  was  unable  to  finish.

On  Friday,  February  14,  our  track 
team  was  defeated  decisively  by  the 
High  School  of  Commerce.  On  paper 
the  teams  looked  evenly  matched,  but 
the  Fenway  School  came  over  to  our 
drill  hall  with  a big  lot  of  “stars,”  and 
unexpectedly  carried  off  the  honors. 

The  reason  why  Commerce’s  score  is 
so  large,  is  the  fact  that  two  events  were 
added  which  were  entirely  new  to  our 
fellows,  namely,  the  standing  high  and 
broad  jumps.  Consequently  they  car- 
ried off  every  point  but  one  in  these 
events.  Latin  School  won  three  firsts, 
and  Commerce  seven. 

The  final  heat  of  the  25-yd.  dash  was 
one  of  the  most  spectacular  races  of  the 
afternoon,  for  at  the  finish  it  was  a toss- 
up  who  was  the  winner.  After  much  dis- 
cussion, the  judges  awarded  first  and  sec- 
ond places  to  Commerce  men,  and  Lat- 
in School  had  to  be  contented  with 
third  and  fourth.  In  the  estimation  of 
many,  Latin  School  ought  to  have  been 
credited  with  the  first  three  places. 

Another  most  exciting  and  interesting 
event  was  the  mile  run.  For  about  the 
first  three  quarters  of  a mile  Lothrop  of 
Commerce  was  leading,  when  Whalen  of 
Latin  School  passedhim,and  held  the  lead 
for  a few  laps.  Suddenly  Baldwin,  an- 
other Commerce  man,  who  had  kept 
himself  in  the  back  ground,  started  to 
sprint  and  passed  Whalen.  Here  began 
a fine  contest,  but  the  power  of  the 
Commerce  man  was  so  great  that  Whalen 
had  to  be  satisfied  with  second  place. 

Cusick  of  B.  L.  S.  had  little  difficulty 
in  defeating  Beck  in  the  1000-yd.  run, 
and  finished  in  good  condition,  after 
equalling  the  school  record  which  has 
stood  since  1896.  The  record  is  2 min. 
and  32  2-5  sec. 


Capt.  Green  lived  up  to  expectations 
and  captured  the  shot-put,  putting  it 
40  ft.,  1 in.  Boles,  who  had  captured 
third  place  in  the  dash  earlier  in  the 
afternoon,  came  in  third  also  in  this 
event.
